FLORIDA’S EXAMPLE. 

On this page is reproduced an 
editorial from the Akron (Ohio) 
Beacon-Journal under the title, 
“Great Is Florida.” 

It reminds us that it is “great to 
be a Georgian.” 

It is great to be a Georgian—and 
it would be greater still if Georgia 
would do just what Florida has 
done, and put the income tax agita- 
tion behind us, good and proper. 

As it is we have been running 
circles around a tax revision issue 
in this state for years, without ap- 


proaching it with any definite, fixed 
plan; but all the time we have kept 
an income tax proposal, some- 
times on “net,” and sometimes on 
“gross,” hanging over the heads of 
the people with the menacing effect 
of frightening the capital invested 
here, and keeping new capital for 
larger industrial investments out. 

Right now there is a subdued 
undercurrent of thought being 
Stirred up in the interest of an in- 
come tax as a-basic revenue system 
for the next legislature. 

Nothing can serve more effec- 
tively in closing the doors to new 
industry; and nothing can serve 
more effectively in driving out of 
Georgia, as residents, some of the 
State’s wealthiest men and largest 
interests. 

The income tax, as a basic sys- 
tem, does not distribute taxation: 
nor does it lower taxes for the 
average person. The, ad valorem 
is still left for the county, munici* 
pal, school and special levies. 

An income tax law in Georgia 
would only take a tax of one-half 
of one per cent off of property, at 
best, and very probably automati- 
cally provide greater levies in the 
local assessments. 

At the same time it would pen- 
alize industry and defeat its very 
purposes, as the Akron Beacon- 
Journal clearly brings out, by driv- 
ing away from the state the very 
people who pay the most of the ad 
valorem taxes, as the situation 
stands today. 

And to this must be taken into 
account the invitation that such a 
system gives to the withdrawal of 
investments from productivity, and 
the placing of same in, tax-exempt 
securities. — | 

According to this authority great 
numbers of Ohio people of great 
wealth will take up permanent resi- 
dences in Florida because that state 
has had the courage and wisdom to 
place a constitutional inhibition 
against an income .tax, thus tak- 
ing the agitation definitely out of 
the broiling pot of politics. 

It is an economic matter, and of 
great importance. 

Taxes ought to be lowered by 
wise economies. That is the first 
step. Intangibles ought to be 
brought to the digests. That can 
be done. And taxes ought to be 
uniform, and distributed equitably. 
Those things can be done. 

Georgia needs to modernize her 
system; and it needs to stabilize. it 
most of all. Continual tax agita- 
tion, without action, is doing the 
state a great injustice.

Editor Constitution: A few weeks 
ago I visited the plant of the Brown 
Paper company, near Monroe, La, 
and was surprised to see that they 
were making a fine quality of wrap- 
ping paper from short leaf and long 
leaf yellow pine. 

Believing that you. would be in- 
terested in seeing some of this paper 
I am sénding you a sample of same 
that was used in printing a special 
edition of the Monroe News Star. 

Newsprint paper made of southern 
wood 4s a matter of only a short time 
and a few more experiments or re- 
searches—it can be made now but the 
process is too expensive. 

The paper making business is head- 
ing south and in a few more years the 
south will lead the world in this. in- 
dustry. 

The owners of .cut-over and idle 
lands should be up and doing—the 
early bird usually catches te most 
worms. I bave been through three 
paper mills recently and am making 
further investigation, but I am already 
positive that growing timber in Geor- 
gia is now one of our best prospects. 

Our farmers should wake up and 
take notice.

Organized at- 
tempts to stamp out religion have 
never met with great success in the 
course of history. The Roman em- 
perors were even in the end vanquish- 
el by the creed of the Nazarene, 
though they had massacred and mur- 
dered Christians by the thousands. 
The only place where a religion com- 
pletely disappeared is in the cities of 
Anatolia, where St. Paul preached the 
gospel, but where the sword of the 
Musselman: has mowed down the 
faithful. As an example of tenacity 
in the realms of religion M. Kalinin 


may look at that faithful remnant of | 


a persecuted race, the Armenians. For 
00 years the Turk has ravaged the 
land, plundered, burned, killed by the 
th6usands, and yet martyred Armenia 
has not accepted the tenets of Islam. 
It's a dangerous and almost futile 
procedure for M. Kalinin to rave 
against and denounce religion. The 
muzjik will listen, he listens to every- 
thing, but afterwards he goes to his 


ikons, lights the holy lamp and says a’ 


few extra prayers.

Turkish so fluently that they can 
hardly be detected if they wear a fez. 
‘Tis said, howeyer, that  su¢h 
“evaders” are subjected to a little 
method of identification that “never 
fails.” They must repeat a set of 
Turkish words in quick succession, It 
seems that it is impossible for a 
Greek to pronounce certain words 
and the result is, of course, arrest. 
In the wars of Holland wiih Friseland 
in the eleventh and twelfth centuries 
the giant Frisians had a similar pro- 
celure. They also had a sentence 
which a captive Dutchman must re- 
peat correctly if he would save his 
head. The phrase was this, and we 
repeat it here to show the remarkable 
similarity between English and the 
Frisian language still spoken’ today 
in the rural. districts of Holland's 
northern province: ‘Brea’, butter un 
ereene cheese, whae that nat gayse 
kin, is kin .uprjuchte Friese.” (Bread, 
butter and green cheese, and who 
cannot say this, is’ not an upright 
(genuine) Frisian.) That stambling 
block cost many a Hollander his head.

‘They must 
be daring and risk their lives in many 
instances to snap the unusval scene. 

Some unusual beats have been 
scored by cameramen who happened to 
be on the ground. One snapped a 
wife plunging a+ knife into her hus- 
band’s breast. Another snapped the 
body of a suicide hurtling from the 
top of a tall buttding. 

Still another was tipped off on a 
Prohibition raid in a cabaret. With 
the sonnivance of an employe he had 
his camera hid behind ‘a2 curtain.

be just hurry. Not the “high teu- 
sion” of: business or social life, nor 
the general speed mania which we ai- 
fect in America, but the common hab.t 
of hurried eating. The habit of burry 
in eating—or the custom, as we lixe 
to call it—comprehends overeating. 
that is, taking more food than is nece» 
sary, as well as insufficient mastica- 
tion and the abuse of beverages to 
wash down unmasticated food, These 
errors of hygiene are comprised in the 
famous quick lunch. 

The carbohydeates (starches and 
sugars), in vegetables, cereals and 
fruits and dietary items made from 
them, particularly require thorough 
mastication. An important part of the 
digestion of starches and sugars 1s 
or normally should be begun in the 
mouth, where the ptyalin, a sugar and 
starch digesting ferment, is secreted 
in the saliva. In the process of masti- 
cation the food material is thoroughty 
ecomminuted and mixed with” the 
saliva; the salivary glands are stim! 
lated; the digestive process starts 'n 
the mouth and continues for an hour 
or so in the stomach after the food has 
has been swallowed. This starch aad 
sugar digestive action is supplemented 
by the action of the amylase, a simi- 
lar ferment secreted in the pancreatic 


juice which acts on the food after 't ' 


leaves the stomach. It is quite prvl» 
able, therefore, that the proper mast 
eation of such food prevents placing 
an abnormally heavy demand upon tve 
function of the pancreas, and there is 
now every reason to believe that this 
is a factor of prime importance in the 
causation of diabetes. 


he meats require comparatively | 


little mastication, since nothing in 
meat is digested by the saliva or in 
the mouth, Indeed, some physiologists 
have concluded from experiment! 
studies that it may be better to swal- 
low meat in not too finely divided 
pieces, for they find that the gastric 
juice can digest meat readily in that 
condition and there is less likelihoudl 
that the meat residues will undergo 
putrefactive changes in the intestine. 
There is no particular advantas¢ 
gained from prolonged mastication of 
fats or oils either. The vegetables, 
cereals and fruits are the foods which 
require complete mastication. | 

These carbohydrate materials are 
the very items which are usually taken 
to excess; they are responsible tox 
most of the obesity that shortens life 
in the land; the carbohydrates are 80 
very easy to gorge upon, to gorman- 
dize, to wash down. Carbohydrates, 
especially the refined products, seem 
to be ideally adapted for the quick 
lunch and a short life.

squander on weird ideas vf uplift, and 
to maintain shoals of useless papsuck- 
ers on the publie pay rolls. Florida 
will attract great numbers of the best 
and most substantial people of the na- 


tion. 
Shows Wisdom. 

Indeed, us one lovks ut the hopeless 
trend of affairs in this state and sees 
no hope of relief from the govern- 
mental plunder of one’s possessions, 
the question arises why should any 
Ohioan longer stand the public plunder 
that is going on, when Florida affords 
him a haven of refuge from this source 
of confiscation. There is no question 
what the result is going to be. In a 
year from now hundreds of Ohio citi- 
zens will transfer their residence to 
Florida. This they can do by estab- 
lishing a residence in Florida which 
will not prevent their carrying on busi- 
ness and remaining here the better 
part of the time.

Henceforth be- 
tween investing what little one has iu 
tax exempt securities and going to 
Florida to live, the state is bound 
to sustain a drain of capital, 
brains and energy. which even- 
tually will do seriops dameg to 
us. But the machine we call a state, 
government here will never see it. In- 
deed, if they did. it weuld make no 
cifference.

left.

T ime To Stop Tinkering 
With Federal Constitution 


Editor Constitution: The press 
comments on the recent election very 
generally express conviction that it 
wag very, elearly and emphatieally a 
rebuke to radicalism. This would im- 
ply that the country is almost unani- 


,mous in its desire to adhere strictly 


to the lines of the constitution. 

The daily press now speaks of what 
Mr. Coolidge will do to the next con- 
gress in order to get “his policies” 
through, just as though it were the 
fixed order of things for the president 
to make the laws. Is that not in di- 
rect violation of the constitution? That 
instrument provides that congress shall 
introduce and pass the laws, the su- 
preme court shall supervise them to 
safe-guard the rights of all the peo- 
ple, and the president shall execute 
them ; at the same time investing him 
with the veto power in order to fur- 
ther safeguard the people. Even this 
veto power is circumscribed by permit- 
ting congress to nullify it by a two- 
thirds majority. All this is clearly 
and effectively set forth so as to pre- 
vent any possible usurpation of power 
by one man. 

So far we have had, I believe, only 
two presidents who have sought to 
override the congress, and it was not 
good for the country. Let us hope 
that Mr. Coolidge is sincere in his ex- 
pressed desire to uphold the consti- 
tution, and that he will attend strict- 
ly to his business and let congress at- 
tend to its business. The result will 
remove all that friction, and the peo- 
ple will hold congress responsible for 
the laws it makes, thug placing the 
responsibility where it property be- 
longs. 

A fellow cannot tinker with his re- 
ligion nor our constitution without 
making a mess of it. The test of 
time is of the greatest value in the 
proving of the staunchness of both, 

Nearly every change we have made 
in the constitution has been detri- 
mental rather than ameliorative; for 
instance, choosing senators by direct 
vote of the people has lowered their 
dignity to that of ward politicians— 
a senator is now more interested in. 
the race between Jones and Smith 
back home for the office of constable 
than he is in some national matter of

to which the rebellious battleship 
replied.

A jury in municipal court Tuesday 
again refused to find a saloon keeper 
guilty on a homebrew charge. At- 
torney Thomas Leahy did not argue 
that hig client was not guilty of break- 
ing the law, but argued that the law 
was unreasonable.

MAY EXCEED LIMIT

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Refuses To Let Jurors 
Sample Mr. Hill’s Brew 


Baltimore, November 11.—Jus- 
tice Soper refused to allow Con- 
gressman John Philip Hill to 
bring two jugs of cider into fed- 
eral court so that the jury itself 
might determine whether the bey- 
erage was intoxicating in the cases 
of individual jurors. 

The court explained that the 
| jury would be permitted to “in- 
spect.’ the cider if it cared to, but 
the jurymen were not interested 
in this method, 


icating liquor to include “imong other 
things any fermented liquor contain- 
ing one-half of one per cent of aleohel] 
by volume which is fit for use for 
beverage purposes. 

_ “Section three of the act makes 
it an offense for any person to man- 
ufacture any intoxicating liquor ex- 
cept as authorized in the act. Section 
~") specifies the penalties for violation 
of the act and concludes with the 
following sentence: 

" _lause That Caused Ruling. 

The penalties provided in this act 
against the manufacture of liquor 
without permit shall not apply to a 
person for manufacturing non-intoxi- 
cating cider and fruit juices exclusive- 
ly for use in his home, ht such cider 
and fruit juices shall not be sold or 
delivered except to persons having 
permits to manufacture vinegar .. . 
“It'is obvious that by the conclud- 
ing sentence of section 29 of the act, 
congress intended that persons man- 
ufacturing non-intoxicating cider for 
use in their homes and not for sale 
should be-in a class by themselves. at 
least in some particular, otherwise 
the sentence has no mean‘ng or use 
whatsoever. ; 

“If it was intended to punish man- 
ufacturers for manufacturing cider in 
their homes which contains more thar 
one-half of one per cent of alcohol by 
volume, there was no necessity for 
the provision for the act without the 
sentence already provided such pun- 
ishment. 

“If. on the other hand. it was in- 
tended by congress that persons who 
made cider containing less then one- 
half of one per cent by volume should 
not be subjected to punishment, there 
was no need for the provision, for the» 
reason that the other provisions of 
the act did not provide punishment 
for such person. 


“Must Have Had Some Reason.” 


“The only reasonable explanation 
for singling out home manufacturers 
of cider for special mention in this 
seciton, to my mind, is that congress 
did not intend to subject them to the 
strict provisions as to the alcoholoe 
content of the product apecified in 
section one, but intended to prohibit 
the manufacture of cider for home use, 
which should be, in fact, intoxicating. 

“If the section is so interpreted 
then there is a reason for its inser- 
tion, in the act. ... 

“In order that the decision on this 
point may not lead to misapprehension, 
perhaps I should also state that it is 
perfectly clear that if cider manufac- 
tured in the home, although it be ex- 
clusively for use in the home, ig in 
fact intoxicating, it is a violation of 
the law to manufacture it. 

“And also that the law specifically 
provides that cider and fruit juices so 
manufactured shall not be sold or d+- 
livered except to persons having per- 
mits for the manufacture of vinegar.” 

Taking of testimony in the case of 
Mr. Hill, who was brought to trial on 
an indictment charging that he illeg- 
ally manufactured and possessed wine 
and cider of more than one-haif of one 
per cent alcoholic content, was com- 
pleted by both the government and de- 
fense today, and final arguments will 
be begun tomorrow. 


Followed Government Recipes. 
The congressman, taking the stand 
in his own defense today, was not per- 
mitted to testify or introduce corre- 
spondence regarding efforts made by 
him to obtain from Prohibition Com- 
missioner Hayes a ruling on the aico- 
holic content of home-made beverages. 
Likewise, department of agriculture 
bulletins on the manufacture of such 
beverages were ruled inadmissible and 
Mr. Hill was not allowed to finish 
testimony that he had followed the 
directions of a bulletin of that depart- 

ment in making his wine and cider. 
Prohibition Commissioner Hayes and 
James KE. Jones, his assistant, sub- 
poenaed as defense witnesses, were on 


no testimony. ‘They were asked to 
produce and testify to the correspond- 
ence between them and Mr. Hill, but 
objections of the district attorney were 
sustained. 

After placing a number of witnesses 
on the stand to testify that they drank 
Mr. Hill's beverages and were not in- 
toxicated, the defense closed its case. 


Trip Doctor. 


Dr. Howard A. Kelly, of Baltimore, 
was called by the government as a Te- 
buttal witness. Dr, Kelly said three 
or four bottles of a liquid containing 
2.7 per cent of aleohol by volume 
would be intoxicating “to a great num- 
ber of people.” but under cross-ex- 
amination admitted that he never had 
seen it happen. Government chemists 
yesterday testified that Mr. Hill’s cider 
contained 2.7 per cent alcohol. 

Dr. Harvey W. Wiley. former pure 
food commissioner, testified that in 
his opinion even a quarter of one per 
cent alcohol in a drink would be in- 
toxicating. Testimony was coneluded 
by Dr. William D. 
(jreenwood, Va., with a corroboration 
of Dr. Kelly's testimony. 

The government chemists testified 
that Representative Hill's home-made 
wine had an aleoholie content as high 
as 11 per cent. 

Hill described how he had. made 
the grape juice and said he had fol- 
lowed instructions of the departmen 
of agriculture. .*-

Attorney Arthur Machen, .of Hill's 
counsel, insisted it was grape juice 
whereupon Judge Soper asked: 
11 Per Cent “Not Intoxicating. 
“Do 1 understand that counsel for 
the defense intends to offer evidence 
that beverages containing 11 per cent 
of alcohol by volume are not tntoxi- 
cating.” 
Machen atid Shirley Carter, Hill's 
other attorney, replied in one voice: 
- “We do.” 
Machen asked Judge Soper to send 
for two gallons of the cider at Hill's 
home so the jury might taste it. 
Judge Soper said he would take 
the request under advisement. 


NECESSITATES CHANGE 
IN LAW ENFORCEMENT. 

Washington, November 11.—T he 
finding of Federal Judge Soper in 
the case of Representative John Philip 
Hill at Baltimore today is regarded 
here as necessitating a revision of 
the policies and regulations followed 
by the prohibition commissioner. 

On the other hand, the ruling sus- 
tains the position taken Wy the de- 
partment of justice four years ago 
in an opinion written by Assistant 
Attorney General Frierson and since 
followed by the department. 

Attempts have been made by the 
prohibition unit on several occasions 
to obtain from the department of 
justice a revision of the Frierson 
opinion but without avail and the 
bureau of internal revenue and pro- 
hibition unit have chosen to continue 
the view that the one-half of one 
per cent clause of the Volstead act 
applied to home-made fruit juices. 

The opinion in the case of the Ma- 
ryland representative, the first of sev- 
eral decisions likely to result from 
questions raised by him, probably, 
therefore, will force an accord in the 
policies of the two agencies concerned 
with prohibition enforcement and 
prosecutions. 

Internal revenue officials degined 
to discuss the expression of the court 
without first studying the full text 
of the opinion. 


WHEELER IN ACCORD

Washington, November 11.—Wayne 
B. Wheeler, general counsel of the

Justice Hoehling declared there was 
no specific legislation by congress 
as to the naturalization of native- 
born Filipinos not having military or 
naval service, but drawing an analogy 
through the action of congress in 
providing for the naturalization of 
the Porto Ricans and the debates ac- 
eompanying the passage of that act 
the court reached the conciusion that 
congress had in mind relief for the 
native-born Filipino who might come 
here and take up his permanent resi- 
dence, 


The court pointed out that the 
case is important, as it involves the 
political status of many rative-born 
Filipinos who have come to this coun- 
try and established their homes. 
Many of them have married or may 
marry citizens of the United States, 
aud if the Flipino husband is ineli- 
gible to citizenship. serious question 
might arise concerning the political 
status of the wife. It suggested that 
the bureau of naturalization, if it so 
desired, might seek a review by the 
court of appeals.

Syracuse, N. Y., November 11.— 
The automobile was praised as one of 
the most potent factors in promoting 
health and longevity by Dr. Woods 
Hutchinson, author and lecturer, in 
an address today before the state com- 
mittee on tuberculosis and_ public 
health of the State Charity and Aid 
association. 

“Your car takes you out in the 
open,” he said, “into the air and the 
sunlight—nature’s great curative 
forces. Your car adds to your years 
of life.

‘Tuberculosis, which used to head 
our death lists, now ranks third, 
fourth or even fifth. In recent years 
many of the notions of doctors have 
changed. Good food, we know today, 
is a proper aid to health. and by good 
food I mean foods that formerly were 
abhorred, including ice cream, cakes 
and salads. All are rich in vitamins

Los Angeles, November 11.—An- 
other war would be the cemetery of 
civilization, but the United States 
in the bope to end all wars, must not 
sacrifice its independence or weaken 
its strength in defense, Herbert 
Hoover, secretary of commerce, de- 
clared in Armistice day address here 
today. 

“The world has learned many les 
sons from the war,” he said, “but 
none more emphatic than that its in- 
creasing terribleness will, if repeated 
again, destroy civilization itself.

With Sharp Appeal for 
Change. 


London, November 11°—(By the 
Associated Press.)—In a lecture de- 
scribing the United States as one of 
the greatest empires of the world, Sir 
Auckland Geddes, former British am- 
bassador to America, this afternoon 
told an audience of three thousand at 
Westminster hall how profoundly 
American thought was influencing 
the United Kingdom, and to an -even 
greater extent, the British dominions. 

The British dominions that look 
out of the Pacific, ne said, “feel that 
in Washington there is an instinctive 
understanding of their difficulties, 
which, when they come to London, 
they have to explain laboriously in 
Downing street.” 

The speaker seemed to surprise 
some in the audience with the re- 
mark that when the dominions look 
to the mother country and find no 
satisfactory understanding, “they are 
apt to look to Washington, and Wash- 
ington, with inviting eyes, will look 
back at them.”

Premier Baldwin, taking the same 
tact as Sir Auckland, declared that 
important as was Columbus’ discov- 
ery in its time, there has been no 
more important discovery today than 
the discovery of England by Ameri- 
cans and the discovery of America by 
Englishmen. 

The premier paid a tribute to Lord 
Balfour and Sir Auckland by referrinz 
to them as “distinguished explorers,” 
well-fitted to interpret America io 
Britons. He declared that “if peopty 
could only be persuaded to refrain 
from public speaking until they were 
qualified as interpreters, things would 
be much better on both sides of the 
Atlantic.”

He referred 
to the alarming increase in crime and 
the disregard for law prevalent in cur 
country. Against this tendency, he 
declared, the Phi Beta Kappa society 
must set itself with all the force that 
its status In the national life made 
it capable of. 

A third idea that is gaining great 

currency, he said, is the belief in edn- 
cation as the best means of eombat- 
ting the evils that beset mankind. Phi 
Beta Kappa, as the oldest and pre- 
eminent organization of scholars in 
the country, could claim much credit 
for the popularity of education, he 
asserted. Public education was the 
only hope for the survival of democ- 
racy, he said. :

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For U. S. Health, 
Says Dr. Mayo 


Dallas, November 11.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—The United States 
will reap a harvest of improved 
health and decreased insanity as a 


result of the latest immigration re- 
strictions, a .aw that was written 
chiefly to assist labor conditions in 
this country, Dr. Charles H. Mayo, 
of Rochester, Minn., declared today 
-before a study section of the Ameri- 
can Dental association, which is hold- 
rp ty 66th annual convention here. 

‘Dr. Mayo is one of the leading doc- 
tors of medicine that are assisting in 
the deliberations of the dentists, giv- 
ing them the relationship between 
dental hygiene and the’ general health 
of the American people. After re- 
view the history of dentistry from 
a medical practiotioner’s standpoint, 
he declared that preventive medicine 
and dentistry are closely allied. 

Infections Claim Most. 

Of the American people 87 per cent 
of the deaths are caused by an infee- 
tion of some sort, the remainder be- 
ing from natural causes, he declared, 
and asserted that even cancer soon 
will be traced to some type of infee- 
tion. Of the deaths caused by in- 
fection, S7 per cent are due to an 
infection of the mouth, he said. 

The cooperation of dentists and 
physicians has helped to reduce ma- 
terially the mortality rate from the 
older constitutional diseases such as 
tuberculosis, typhoid and others, he 
said. But during the past few years 
there has been a steady increase of 
heart disease and nevrous'_break- 
downs, the causes of which cannot be 
traced to the teeth, but to the mod- 
ern living conditions of speed and 
dash, he asserted. 


To Reduce Insanity. 

With reference to immigration, he 

said that within thirty years insanity 
in the United States has doubled. 
which can be traced to the large 
number of immigrants that come into 
this country and are not assimilated 
into the greater scheme of American 
living and are not taught the rudi- 
ments of health and hygiene. 
With the enforcement of the new 
Immigration law, a larger degree of 
selection of immigrants is possible 
and better blood will be brought inte 
the country, he declared.
